With Congresswoman

VV bean Rep. Jessie 
Sumner of 
Illinois, the nation's newest con­ 
gresswoman. and Louis Bromfield. 
Ohio Pulitzer prize author, had at 
least incipient reputations as hair- 
trigger debaters today. 
Each was a guest speaker on un­ 
related topics at yesterday’s lunch­ 
eon of the Women's National Press 
club. 
Miss Sumner, a former Milford, 
111., county judge, declared Ameri­ 
cans. unlike Europeans, easily be­ 
come members of different classes 
of society. She related that her own 
grandmother was a pioneer settler 
who became a Chicago grand dame. 
Bromfield. recently returned from 
a long sojourn in France to become 
Richland county, O.. “farmer,” 
interrupted. 
“But that was 75 years ago,” he 
said. “Is it true now?” 
Nettled. Miss Sumner replied, “I 
hate pessimism.” 
“I hate wishful thinking.” ob­ 
served the novelist. 
“If I hadn't done some wishful 
thinking. I wouldn’t he in congress 
now.” Miss Sumner said. 
Later, the congresswoman touch­ 
ed upon new deal measures. 
She contended Illinois was not 
materially better off than In 1932. 
saying that “unreasonable federal 
restrictions on banks” in effect pre­ 
vented bankers from making what 
they consider good loans. 
‘Tye Just come back from Europe 
to live and I borrowed *34.000 with 
out any trouble,” Bromfield said 
as he took the floor.

Reemphasize Religion As Source For Democracy

I 
F the British can’t agree on what to think of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain’s policy of appease­ 
ment, now getting a critical -test in Rome, then 
Americans don’t need to apologize for uncertainty. 
Perhaps Mr. Chamberlain, himself, not having read 
"Iverythlng written about his policy, isn’t so sure 
about it as some of his critics profess to be. it s 
an odd circumstance that they hay© dubbed it every­ 
thing from betrayal of the British empire to spiritual 
statesmanship. 
What it probably will turn out to bo in the his­ 
tory books is a beleaguered statesman n attempt to 
Avert a war which bis government and Ila allies 
are not prepared to fight. Mr. Chamberlain, aa head 
of his government, la up against hard realities. 


It la a tell-tale sign that one of the baldest of 
tho*© realities ll the fervor of those who would 
rather go to war against the dictatorships than to 
H ust the diplomacy of Mr. Chamberlain. If he imag- 
• M d " peace in our time” would be thoroughly popu­ 
lar, he has been thoroughly disillusioned since last 
Beptember. 
Many tltne« since the World war it has been 
Wharfed that lf statesmen were to heed the will of 
Ithe people there coukl be more war. Vet al the 
(first throat of large-acale war the statesman cast 
sin the role of peacemaker finds himself criticized In 
tm a ny quartera for not thumping the war drums. 
* 
Apparently. Mr. Chamberlain la prepared to pur­ 
s u e bis policy of appeasement further. But as he 
{goes to Rome be carries with him knowledge that 
♦in a general election at home it might turn out 
(that a. majority of his countrymen want action more 
khan they want peace at the price of appeasement. 
(That, is perhaps, the most Important development 
(growing out, of the Munich conference.

two years sgo went on record aa favoring the 
glectlon of a second common pleas Judge lu the 
county, h a t affirmed Us indorsement of the proposal 
and has ordered the Initiation of steps 'Rooking to­ 
wards Ila realisation. 
At the direction of 
the 
association. 
President 
Charles Boyd of Wellsville has appointed a commit­ 
tee of two to draft for submission In the alate as­ 
sembly legislative recommendations pioviding for 
the judgeship. 
The proposal strikes us as boing commendable. 
It is calculated to provide a measure of relief for 
Judge W. F. Lone* of Wellsville, who is generally 
regarded as one of the state s outstanding common 
pleas judges but whose work has been so heavy as 
to keep him tied too closely to the courtroom. 
Frequently the couuty docket is so clogged that 
Judges from other counties in the state arc called to 
Lisbon to help clear the multitude of cases. 


Despite his manifold and exacting duties. Judge 
Lunes does an excellent Job, but it Is unfair to ask 
that he do more than a man In bis position Is physi­ 
cally capable ut doing. 


Jefferson county has iwu common pleas judges 
and Its problems are not essentially different or 
more multitudinous than Columbiana's. Local attor­ 
neys who handle cases in Steubenville have learned 
to appreciate the greater freedom a Judge there en­ 
joys and have found It mutually advantageous to 
jurists, counsel aud litigant. 
The attorneys are best able lo know lbs situation 
and their opinions should and will carry a great 
deal of weight.

Mr. Lippmann 
touched Immediately the most im­ 
portant aspect of the speech, n am e­ 
ly. its emphasis upon religion a* 
the source of de­ 
mocracy and the 
fact t h a t t h i s 
mere 
statement 
represents a de­ 
parture f r o m a 
concept that has 
been current for 
g e n ( ' r a t i o n s , 
namely, that de­ 
mocracy was pre­ 
dominantly secu­ 
lar and material­ 
istic. 
I wondered why 
Miss T hom p son |j,ie aspect of the 
speech had not struck me more 
forcibly 
And I think that the rea­ 
son is that I have been living wi:'i 
this conception so long that I have 
come to take It for granted and to 
believe that every one else 
who 
deeply cares for the democratic 
idea must feel and realize It, too. 
Hut It was brought home to me, 
reading Mr Lippmann. that this is 
not so. 
And he was light in pick­ 
ing it out and enlarging upon it. 
This matter of what liberal de­ 
mocracy is and in Just what re­ 
spect* it differs from other current 
and competing social and political 
philosophies has become epochally 
Important, 
One Is not prepared to defend it, 
either by words or action, unless 
one Is certain in one's own mind 
what it is. 
And In so far as the democratic 
idea has lost Us vitality. I am con­ 
vinced that this Is duo to the fact 
that the conception of man as an 
ethical and spiritual being has been 
reduced to a consideration of hun 
as a mere product of economic or 
biological forces, a totally material­ 
istic formula. 
The conception of man as a 
product of economic* Is the essence 
of tile philosophy of Communism. 
The conception of man as a bio­ 
logical product, his destiny entirely 
determined by his racial chromo­ 
somes, is the essence of Nazism. 
The conception of man as a child 
of God—that I* to say, as a soul, 
capable of choice, capable of rea­ 
son. capable of developing and per­ 
fecting himself in the image of the 
Ideal—is the basis of democracy. 
It. ta the only philosophical justi­ 
fication for democracy. 
For lf the 
human bring Is only the product of 
force* 
which 
move according to 
some mechanical myth then 
the 
business of social organization is to 
follow that myth regardless of the 
individual. 
As a logical result therefore, you 
have the ant-hill society, In which 
the person has only a functional 
role. 
And lf his role is purely func­ 
tional no limits can ho set to the 
Interference to which he may be 
subjected with a view to his fulfill­ 
ing his mechanistic role. 
TMK state becomes the first and 
last 
cause, because only the 
stale tan see to It that he fulfills 
his function 
The alate therefore 
becomes God, and the God-state 
can direct his conscience, his will, 
his intellect, his erotic life, his 
work and his leisure. 
Absolutely opposed to this Is the 
religious conception tliHt a man is 
a soul to be saved; that he shares 
divinity; that the goal ut life is 
self-perfection. 
This faith lead* logically lo a 
quite different social goal than the 
mechanistic conception. For nuder 
It the aim of a society must he to 
produce the largest possible num­ 
ber of good and great human be­ 
ings. 
And all action which is taken by 
organised society 
will take Into 
consideration the eventual effect 
upon the individual member of that 
swirly. 
It will ask: 
Does this or 
that measure contribute* to making 
the last member of the corporal** 
body a wiser, kinder, more cour­ 
ageous. more generous, mom crea­ 


tive person 
Will it. that is to say 
contribute to making him 
more 
God like- 
And the final authority in such a 
society rests in moral principle. 
This is the concept of Judaism. 
whose people are governed by the 
Ten 
Commandments, 
which 
are 
nothing hut IO statements of ethi­ 
cal principles. 
It is the concept of Christianity. 
whose adherents accept the great 
commandment 
which Jesus 
said 
was the sum of the law. 
And It is the concept of democ­ 
racy expressed by William Penn, 
who said that either men will be 
governed by God or they will be 
ruled by tyrants. , . . The essence 
of the democratic Idea is therefore 
not mechanical but spiritual. 
It is not comprehended by such 
phrases as •'majority rule," or "rep. 
resentative government,’’ or even 
"economic equality.’’ 
In our own days we have flagrant 
examples of majority rule being 
used to support the most absolute 
despotism; and people are actually 
fooled by the popular plebiscites 
under which the masses are ca­ 
joled, bought and propagandized or 
terrorized Into putting a "yes" on 
Bom** ballot or other. 
There is nothing imperative to 
democracy 
in 
the 
two-party 
or 
many-party system. These are only 
Instruments, tools for the function­ 
ing of the democratic proteas, and 
the dynamics of history parentally 
demand thai in the Interest of ad­ 
justment to inevitable change we 
scrap some tools and Invent uew 
ones. 
I 
T is possible to imagine a Soviet 
slate which would be demo­ 
cratic. 
It Is also possible to Imag­ 
ine a corporate state which would 
be d* mocratlc. 
It is not the form 
that determines the content but the 
content that determines the form— 
in art, as in life, and in the organ­ 
ization of society. 
The nature of 
society Is determined by the ideals 
which move its members. 
And if the ideal is the deeply 
religious conception that the hu­ 
man being's first loyalty must be 
to God—that is to say to the best 
in his own nature—then there ar* 
definite limitations set upon the 
encroachments of organized soci­ 
ety upon him.

The practical Justification of this 
faith is that all the great creative 
periods In history have embodied 
this concept of human dignity and 
individual responsibility before God.

Nor. if such incomes were 
produced, is there any reason to believe government 
spending thereafter would not continue to increase 
past nine billions dollars—ad Infinitum. 
3—Th# presidential assumption that private en­ 
terprise cannot provide a substitute for government ; 
spending and that spending cannot be tapered off 
effectually discourages private enterprise from mak­ 
ing a maximum effort to do what the administra­ 
tion say* it is incapable of doing. 
4—In summary, new deal spending, which started 
out to be a temporary measure, now has become a 
fixed policy. There was no mention in the latest 
presidential message of budget balancing.

is seen in the use of the word "Investment’* for 
‘'deficit,” But it's still a deficit, subject to the im­

New York’s Jaywalkers Get Biggest 


Kick Out Of Diving Into A Maelstrom 


Of Traffic At Own Sweet Will

| F we were asked our Idea of a typical New Yorker 
we would say that he is a fellow who will stand 
for plently of shoving around on most propositions, 
but who burns right up when you try to keep him 
Dont jaywalking. 
Io u can order him off the grass in the parks, make 
him keep moving in the streets, raise prices and 
taxes on him and impose upon him in a thousand 
, other ways without causing him to protest. But the 
minute you attempt to regulate hts time and method 
of crossing a street he begins to sizzle 
This attitude may puzzle residents of other cities 
who accept rules against jaywalking as a matter of 
course and designed solely for their own protection. 
They perhaps feel that a lower traffic casualty rate 
is more important than anything else and see nothing 
irksome In brief waits at street comers for regulated 
breaks In the traffic. 
Probably a New Yorker himself would have a 
hard time explaining his attitude, but he apparently 
feels there is some sort of regimentation in anti-jay 
walking rules. He wants no part of them, though he 
is regimented In other ways whether he realizes it 
or not. As a result many of New York City’s pedes­ 
trians wind up In the emergency wards. 
Even Mayor LaGuardia does not like regulations 
against jaywalking, canine it "goose-stepping,” hut 
of course the mayor has some advantage ovpt the 
average pedestrian The way he is built, an automo­ 
bile hitting him would probably get th© worst of it. 


'TU EY have tried out regulations against Jaywalk- 
I 
ing In New York in the past and are going to 
take a crack at the problem again. The betting is 
they will have little luck getting the New Yorker 
permanently to accept any rules that will prevent 
him from diving into a maelstrom of traffic at his 
own sweet will. 
It is not that the New Yorker Is of suicidal disposi­ 
tion or any great dar©-dpvil by nature. Indeed, the 
average New Yorker would probably shrink from an 
adventure of far less hazard to his life and limb than 
a jaunt across Broadway In the thick of the traffic. 
Our analysis of his jaywalking Is that he feels It is 
some sort of gesture as a free soul 
To tell the truth. In days when we were nimbler 
and In more of a hurry, we felt a faint inner stir of 
protest against traffic rules as fir as they pertained 
to our movements. Often we have gone galloping post 
haste toward a Fifth ave. corner at a busy hour only 
to be suddenly halted by a cop on the vortex of the 
traffic and forced to wait there along with a lot of 
other pedestrians until the lights changed 
Now we may not have sacrificed much time by 
the walt hut there w as something about it that 
always annoyed us Sometimes the cop would natl us 
at the peak of a leap from the curb as we headed for 
the traffic and would shoo us hack with an admon­ 
ishing gesture that made us think of a father shaking 
a finger at a small boy. We think maybe that Is what 
started us steaming.

Ministers and laymen of district 
churches launched a drive Tuesday 
night to enroll those who do not 
attend church.

“There are only 10,000 of the 
25.000 persons in East Liverpool 
connected with congregations of 
the 
city.” 
Rev. 
Canfield, 
First 
United Presbyterian pastor, declar­ 
ed. 
He presented the names of the 
200 children who are under the su- 
pervasion of Miss Marion Stanley 
in Bible instruction in the city's 
schools and referred to the recent 
report of 
the 
juvenile court 
in 
which it is stated there are HSI 
wards of the court. Of these 237 
are boys and 144 girls. 
“It is a startling fact that prac­ 
tically all 
of 
these come from 
homes in which their relatives are 
not connected with a church. Of 
this number but eight had attended 
Sunday School and only three were 
members of any church. 
It was stressed that of the delin­ 
quents 173 are from East Liverpool. 
“Christian forces can have any 
kind of a community they want if 
they work 
together,”

Rev, D. Park Chapman, pastor of 
th© First Church of Christ.

ATIGUE is a function or feeling 
in which th© entire body has a 
part. 
It is not a sensation of the 
muscles only. 
The brain is tired 
and the eyes and the internal func­ 
tions are sluggish as well. 
It has many likenesses to that 
other general function, sleep, which 
we considered in the two previous 
articles this week. 
Like sleep, it 
may be earned from exercise, pro­ 
longed pleasant activity, or concen­ 
tration on an agreeable task. Then 
rest will relieve it. 
Or it may come on w ithout any 
obvious reason, and in th at case be 
accompanied 
by nervousness, so 
that, as in a person who is sleepy 
and yet cannot sleep, the result is 
an unhealthy state. 
Danger Signal 
Fatigue is distlncly a danger sig­ 
nal, unless there is a very obvious 
reason for IL 
And if it is not re­ 
lieved by rest or sleep, it is even 
more distinctly a danger signal. 
The cause may be physical, men­ 
tal or emotional. 
A O s the physical side, fatigue is 
Wfte commonest symptom which hu­ 
man beings experience. 
It accom­ 
panies disease of any organ. 
It Is 
likely to be the first symptom of 
an infection. It is present in heart 
disease, diabetes, kidney disturb­ 
ance, digestive disorders or unsus­ 
pected high blood pressure. 
Excessive and unhealthy fatigue 
is always a danger signal in th© 
young. It may mean early tubercu­ 
losis. And what is m eant by exces­ 
sive fatigue was never better de­ 
scribed than by an educated man— 
a college professor—who had early 
tuberculosis without suspecting it. 
H© wrote, in describing the history 
of bis case, that he would come in 
from a very slight exertion—such 
as giving an hour’s lecture—and go 
to his room and throw himself, fully 
dressed, face downward on the bed 
because he was too tired to arrange 
himself on his back. He would lie 
like th at for hours, too exhausted 
to move, passing by the hour for 
supper because he was too fatigued 
to eat. 
Every fibre in every mus­ 
cle in his body individually ached- 
His eyeball* ached, his head wa# 
heavy, his arm s and legs felt like 
lead. 
We know as physiologists 
why he did not w ant his supper, 
because in such conditions the di­ 
gestive juices are dried up and the 
movements of the stomach and in­ 
testines cease. 
Such 
distinctly 
unnatural 
fa­ 
tigue calls for a complete physical 
examination. 
W orry Causes It 
A 
Fatigue occurs, however, when 
W ;ere are no abnormal conditions in 
th© physical‘W illy functions. Wor­ 
ry will cause fatigue. 
Emotional 
disturbances and 
m ental 
upsets, 
such as an inability to solve a prob­ 
lem or come to a reasonable con­ 
clusion about a business m atter, 
are 
equally 
fatiguing. 
A 
young 
friend of mine during the last few 
days h at been worrying about pass­ 
ing an exannuation in chemistry. 
His principal symptom has been 
fatigue. 
Such forms of fatigue are accom­ 
panied by nervousness and relief is 
correspondingly difficult. ReeL the 
logical treatm ent of fatigue, may 
not work. 
Indeed, it may be said* 
that if rest does not relieve fatigue, 
something fundam ental is the m at­ 
ter. 
For the purely functional forms 
of fatigue, treatm ent by relaxation 
is to be recommended. Dr. Jacob- 
son s book, You Must Relax, is gos­ 
pel for some of these. He advocates 
periods of lying down several times 
during the day and delib erate re- i 
taxing one system of muscles a fte ri 
another. This acts both by correct-. 
mg the fatigue of the body and by j 
helpiug to banish worry.

The many Industrial and busine#* 
activities which are part of the 
meat trade—from country producer 
to city butcher—likewise have been 
stimulated by increasing volume 
of livestock production. Livestock 
feeding. 
selling, 
transportation, 
processing, distribution and

sumption of meat are some of the 
many services and operations af­ 
fected. 
Meat packers have stepped pro­ 
duction up to the beet level since 
late in 1934.
